In most 
instances, they did not realize that 
they could handle these jobs until 
they were told to try.

resulted. 


Industry learned during the war 


that women need more medical 
care and more rest facilities 
than 


men. 
They must 
wear proper, 


clothing, 
to ensure health

safety. 


Women are cleaner than men, so 


they require more washroom fa- 
cilities.

dematitis can 
be prevented by 


personal hygiene.

MATERNITY DEATHS DECLINE
